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CONSTRUCTION STOPPED ON NEW SCHOOL BUILDING 


Court Injunction Holds 


Up New School Tax 


Work came to a complete halt 
on the new school building yes- 
terday afternoon. Since Monday 
the men have been finishing up 
small jobs and preparing the 
materials for storage. 

An injunction filed in court 
last week necessitated the work 
stoppage. The injunction was 
filed by a group of Elba citizens 
to test the validity of the five 
mill ad valorum tax voted on 
and passed last May. The tax 
was to be used to retire $70,000 
worth of bonds the city was to 
have issued to raise money ne- 
cessary to erect the building. 

The building was started ear- 
ly in May on money from a $102, 
000 building fund which had 
been allotted Coffee County 
This Money was allotted 
by the state and was to be 
used on buildings throughout 
the county. Since the Elba 
schools , were in such bad con- 
dition, however, the county Bo- 
ard of Education decided to use 
the whole amount in Elba. A 
new grammer school, a lunch 
room and a gymnasium were 
drawn up and plans submitted 
to the state board of Education. 
The state board OK’ed the 
plans and approved the use of 
the county building fund on the 
project if the rest of the money 
could be raised. The state board 
approved the plan as a_ unit 
with the specification that the 
whole program must be comple- 
ted if the fund was to be used. 

The county board then agreed 
to issue warrants for $30,000 if 
the city would raise $70,000. The 
tax voted on was designed to 
produce enough revenue to pay 
the $70,000 within a 16-year 
period. j 

When the injunction was fil- 
ed, the. state board turned 
thumbs down on further use of 
the county building fund until 
the $70,000 had been raised. Mr. 
Dunaway, having no choice in 
the matter, gave workers notice 
to store the materials and quit 
work. - 

The case possibly will have to 
be carried to the State Supre- 
me Court for settlement. This 
will take a period of several 
months. School probably will 
open this fall in the temporary 
rooms set up last fall in the 
armory, courthouse and other 
points within the city. 

The injunction was filed 
through Hubert Farmer, coun- 
sel for the opposition and was 
signed by the citizens.

COFFEE INACTIVE 
LAST MONTH 


Coffee County had the dis- 
tinction during May of being 
one of the two counties in the 
state which paid out no unem- 
ployment money to veterans. 
“Rocking chair money,” the na- 
me given to unemployment 
compensation for veterans, am- 
ounts to $20 per week and was 
paid in 65 Alabama counties 
ranging from $100 in Coosa to 
$245,963 in Jefferson. 

A wide awake veterans organ- 
ization in Coffee County and 
the initiative of veterans them- 
selves has cured the employ- 
ment ills here. Many vets who 
previously were listed as un- 
employed have transferred to 
self employment and _ others 
have been placed by the em- 
ployment service or have ac- 
quired jobs themselves, 

State unemployment pay- 
ments to vets decreased from 
$1,443,675 to $1,353,740 from Ap- 
ril to May. Payments to self- 
employed vets increased $184,- 
698 in the same period.

FIRE OFFICIALS

SCHOOL 


Fire Chief Flournoy Whitman 
and Fire Capt. Cleo Hawkins 
returned last week from Tusca- 
loosa where they attended the 
llth annual TrainingSchool for 
firemen. The school was spon- 
sored by the State Department 
of Education and the State 
Firemen’s Association. It was 
open to all fire departments in 
the state and gave an intensive 
four day course in the modern 
methods of fire fighting, 

Mornings were devoted to lec- 
tures by well known chemist 
and firemen. There lectures co- 
vered chemicals, plastics, safety, 
building construction, ete, Af- 
ternoons were given to practice 
to the manipulative skills so 
necessary to a fire department. 
Hose practice, rope and ladder 
practice, pump operation, safe- 
ty, and basic training were all 
taken care of in the afternoon 
practices. 

Mr. Whitman and Mr. Haw- 
kins attended the dedication of 
the State Fireman’s Training 
Station at the University, June 
18. An inspection of this station 
was of great interest to both of 
them, 

The City officials of Elba co- 
operated with the fire depart- 
ment in this project and paid 
traveling expenses for the two 
men. . 

Last Thursday Chief Whit- 
man called a fire drill and he 
and Hawkins passed some of 
their recently acquired “know- 
how” to the rest of the firemen.

For the past several weeks I 
have heard the noise of building 
and have seen the workmen 
pass my home at regular inter- 
vals, and have watched with 
great pride and joy, the walls 
for a new school building gra- 
dually rise just back of my 
home. This morning all is quiet 
in that direction and the unfin- 
ished walls seem to speak a sad, 
cruel story to the youth of our 
town and county. 
Because there are citizens of 
Elba who have taken steps that 
will prevent the collection of a/| 


money for the erection of a 
school building, the entire pro- 
gram has been suddenly stopped 
This is indeed a sad picture. It 
means that school opening sea- 
son will arrive and hundreds of 
boys and girls who haye the 
right to expect a place to go to 
school will stare you and me in 
the face in disappointment, 
The temporary arrangements} 
that were made for the closing 
weeks of last school year were 
far from satisfactory even in 
the balmy springtime. Those 
same arrangements simply can- 
not suffice during the winter 
months. Can we afford to allow} 
our children and their teachers 
to assemble for school where 
reasonable heat cannot be had 
and where water and sasanitary 
connections are practically im- 
possible? The average citizen of 
Elba has a comfortable and at- 
tractive place to live, a place 
with modern and adequate 
heating facilities; why send our 
children to a place directly op- 
posite to that, to live six to 
eight hours a day? Do you be- 
lieve your child can develop 
mentally, physicallly, and mor- 
ally under such conditions? 
True enough, Abe Lincoln be- 
came a great statesman living 
and studying without comfort, 
but the boys and girls today are 
living in an age where better 
conditions can and should be 
provided. Fellow citizens, we can 
build an adequate school build- 
ing in Elba and we will if we 
can lay aside some of our sel- 
fish greed and consider the oth- 
er man’s child as well as_ our 
own, a) 
On May 20th the citizens of 
Elba voted almost two to one to 
levy upon ourselves a tax for an 
elementary school building, This 
proves that only a small min-

ority is unwilling to pay that 
tax. For the sake of the privi- 
ledged and  under-priviledged 
children of our town we plead 
with that minority to recon- 
sider. How are you going to feel 
when bus loads of children come 
into Elba on school opening day 
and have no place to go for the 
instruction and training they 
have the right to expect? The 
tax will not be a large amount 
to be paid even by those who 
are fortunate enough to own 
considerable property. Can you 
let that amount of money stand 
between you and your children’s 
education? 

It has been my priviledge to 
work with your boys and girls 
for a number of years and my 
soul yearns to see them have 
the best that we can afford in 
the way of education. Being a 
high school teacher and havin 
no children of school age, 
have no personal reason for 
making this plea.

At Gantt 


According to information re- 
ceived in a telegram to the Clip- 
per Tuesday the R. E. A. has 
approved the construction of a 
steam generating plant to be 
located at Gantt and generate 
electricity for five Alabama and 
three Florida Electric Distribu- 
tion Cooperatives. 

The loan is for $3,350,000 and 
added to $2,513,100 from a pre- 
vious loan will enable the Ala- 
bama Electric Co-op to con- 
struct a 23,000 KW steam gen- 
erating plant and all the nec- 
essary substations and _ trans- 
mission lines to serve the dis- 
tributing cooperatives. The es- 
timated cost of the plant alone 
is $2,800,000. This will be the 
first plant of its kind to be in- 
stalled in South Alabama. 

At the present time the Ala- 
bama Electric Co-op is serving 
the South Alabama Electric Co- 
op and the Covington Electric 
Co-op. These Cooperatives ser- 
ve people in Crenshaw, Pike, 
Coffee, Covington, and Bullock 
Counties. The loan will enable 
the cooperative to bring service 
to the Pea River Electric Co-op, 
the Southern Pine Co-op, and 
the Wiregrass Co-op. 

The cooperative also serves 
towns of Gantt, Luverne, Troy, 
Brundidge, Ariton, Abbeville, 
Red Level, River Falls, Brantley, 
Evergreen, Samson, Andalusia, 
Opp, Elba, Glenwood, Goshen, 
Dozier, Banks, Milo, Frisco City, 
Excel, Repton, Bellville, Clio, 
and Kinston. 

This loan will enable the 
towns and cooperatives an ade- 
quate supply of electric power 
at low cost. 

The present systems have 
long been overlooked, Many ap- 
plications for current have had 
to be turned down, and service 
has been poor where it was a- 
vailable. The new plant and 
lines should remedy the ills of 
our old system. Electrici- 
ty should be available to every- 
one and people who use it won’t 
be bothered by low voltage and 
frequent interruptions of ser- 
vice.

Why Bob Feller and Hal Newhous- 
er, the two star pitchers of the last 
few years, have taken so much pun- 
{shment? Why Stan Musial, a nor- 
mal .365 hitter, has been trying to 
pass .200? Why the Dodgers with 
s0 many erratic pitchers and only 
one .800 hitter—have been leading 
or challenging for the top? This 
fusillade of queries goes on and on. 


The Erratic Element 


The answer is simple enough, It 
{s the uncertai ity of sport and the 
uncertainty ©. the human and oth- 
erwise animal race, including race 
horses, harness horses or grey- 
hounds. 

For example, the Cardinals were 
rated at 3 to 5 this year, the best 
team in baseball. But who could 
tell in advance thgt Musial, a great 
ball player, would first have an 
appendix ailment and later on an 
eye attack? After spending a month 
with the team in St. Petersburg, we 
rated the Red Birds the best team, 
and also the best-conditioned team, 
we had seen leave the south 
in years, 

So did most of the big league 
managers, Joe Cronin included, and 
baseball experts who were in the 
west coast vicinity. 

Neither Cronin nor Eddie Dyer, 
two pennant - winning managers, 
could slip us any angle on the de- 
bacle. 

“Why don’t you figure it out?” 
was their comeback. Which had us 
stopped in our tracks. Both Red 
Sox pitching and hitting took the 
same dive the Cardinals ran across, 
They were practically the same 
pitchers and hitters who won both

Leading Rule Breakers 


An argument came up recently as 
to what sport, game or competition 
has more rule infractions—baseball, 
football, boxing, golf, tennis, racing, 
hockey, basketball or what? In our 
opinion the two worst offenders are 
football, college and pro, and golf. 

Basketball and hockey are not so 
far behind, judging from the penal- 
ties inflicted, but they are not quite 
up to the two we have named. 

“Hurry-up” Yost told me once 
that he doubted there was ever a 
single football play without a foul 
that might have been called, This 
sounds reasonable. In-football we 
have 22 young active athletes, all 
under tension, body to body. 

The four officials are usually high 
grade, doing their best. But four 
men can’t watch 22 men, scattered 
all over the field. Holding is the 
main offense. There is illegal use 
of hands and arms, There is off- 
side, There is starting too quickly. 
There are any number of offenses 
that a player can commit, often 
with no intent of breaking any 
rule. 

In rule-breaking, holding espe- 
cially, the pros are subtler than the 
collegians. They know more. They 
know how to grab an opponent and 
let go in the fraction of a second, 
I get this from ex-collegians who 
have just turned pro. ‘‘We can’t 
match the pros in holding,’”’ all of 
them say. ‘‘They are much faster 
and smarter.” : 

Yet if officials begin calling too 
many penalties they ruin the game. 
They are accused of trying to hog 
the spotlight. So most of them try 
to call only the penalties that count, 
They'll overlook an offside or a 
holding penalty that had no effect 
on the play. This sounds reason- 
able enough, unless the sound of the 
whistle dominated the play. 

In the matter of rule breaking, 
football leads them all. It is the 
type of competition that leads to 
rule breaking, a big part of it unin- 
tentional through overeagerness 
that leads to holding, offside or start- 
ing ahead of the ball; also illegal 
use of hands. 


Basketball and Hockey 


Baseball players have little 
chance to break rules with four 
tough umpires. Otherwise they 


probably would be the leaders. 

The basketball whistle is a mourn- 
ful sound in the land and hockey 
has its share of offenders.

HEALTH DEPT. RECOMMENDS BETTER 
DIETS TO CONTROL PELLAGRA 


Much progress has been made 
in reducing the number of 
cases of pellagra in the South, 
but we still have too many de- 
finite cases and far too many 
cases which suffer from pelle- 
gra symptoms of a mild kind. 
the diet of our people has been 
greatly improved, but there is 
need for much more improve~- 
ment. Pellagra is a disease of 
slow starvation in which the 
body is not given the vitamin 
which the body needs. Some 
cases develop in spite of a pro- 
per diet because the food is not 
well digested due to some dis- 
ease of the digestive system, 
the taking of axitives or the 
improper chewing of the food. 

The people on the farm can 
raise the foods rich in the vita- 
min needed to prevent pellagra. 
In the absence of other disease, 
a reasonable care in the selec- 
tion of home raised foods will 
prevent pellagra. 

The vitamin needed is Niacin. 
It is found in abundance in 
peanuts and the daily require- 
ment of niacin to prevent pell- 
agra can be obtained from 4 
ounces of well digested peanuts. 
To be well digested, however, 
peanuts must be well broken up 
by chewing or. by crushing as 
is done in making peanut but- 
ter. One serving of 3 ounces of 
liver also gives the daily re- 
quirement of niacin, which is 
also found in useful amounts in 
lean meat (veal, pork, beef) in 
that order. The breast of chick- 
en is a good source, but the rest 


of the chicken is not. Kidneys 
and heart are good sources that 
many people have not learned 
to use. Dried Brewer’s yeast is 
the richest source of nature’s 
products and helped control 
the disease in thousands of our 
people before the discovery of 
our modern pure niacin, nico- 
tinie acid and niacinamide. 

These drugs are useful in the 

treatment of open cases, but 
each person needs to learn the 
foods to eat daily not only to 
prevent pellagra, but also to 
give the body a well balanced 
diet to supply other needs. 
- Other foods which supply the 
pellagra preventative factor and 
also furnish other needed food 
materials are potatoes, carrots, 
peas and beans. We should re- 
member, however that the vita- 
min is disolved and lost in the 
water in which the vegetables 
are cooked unless the water is 
used for food. Heat does not 
destroy niacin as it does vita- 
min C. 

We are interested in noting 
that corn meal has little of the 
pellegra preventing vitamin. 
This is important to the people 
of this area. Our enriched white 
flour has over five times the 
amount of pellagra prevention 
as corn meal. Milk and eggs are 
fine foods for growth and 
should be a large part of every 
diet, but neither contain any 
worthwhile amount of the food- 
stuff needed to prevent pella- 
gra.

Deep Water Oilmen 
Search Ocean Bed 

The search for oil goes on— 
in strange places and with the 
use of new techniques which 
would have seemed fantastic a 
very few years ago. 

The bottom of the ocean is 
now being explored, off the 
shores of Texas and Louisiana, 
where deep water oilmen are 
seeking the outlines of salt 
domes—buried mountains of 
salt that were pushed up from 
deep in the earth ages ago and, 
in the process upheaved over- 
lying rocks which created na- 
tural traps for oil. 

Deep water prospecting for oil 


is a postwar phenomenon. The} 


prospector.s equipment includes 
retired navy sub-chasers 
shrimp .trawlers, converted ar- 
my air-sea rescue boats, and a 
77-foot yacht. Their  instru- 
gravity meters,

INDEPENDENCE DAY COULD HAVE BEEN 


[N JULY, AUGUST OR DECEMBER 


The United States could cele- 
brate Independence Day on 
July 2, July 19, August 2, or 
December 6 as well as the Four- 
th of July, according to his- 
torical facts recorded by the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica. 

As early as December 6, 1775, 
Congress had declared its inde- 
pendence of the British parli- 
ament, and on June 7, Richard 
Henry Lee, delegate from Vir- 
ginia to the Continental .Con- 
gress, made the motion 
these»United Colonies are, and 
of right ought to be, free and 
independent states.” 

This resolution was adopted 
on July 2, What is now called 
the Declaration of Independen- 
ce was actually an explanation 
of this resolution of indepen-

ed—copied in document form— 
and signed, however, until July 
19, and most of the signatures 
were placed on it on August 2, 


although at least six were at- 
tached still later. One of the 


signers, Thomas McKean, added 
his signature to the document 
five years after it was adopted. 

“For 101 years after the De- 
claration was proclaimed it had 
no permanent home. During its 
wanderings, it found shelter in 
ten cities and five states, twice 
narrowly escaped destruction by 
fire, and in both the Revolu- 
tionary War and the War of 
1812 was nearly captured by the 
British. 

In 1894, when the text of the 
manuscript had been dimmed 
by more than 50 years’ expo- 
sure to light and its signatures 
damaged by too frequent rolling 
of the parchment, the document 
was placed in a safe in the 
State Department library. Fin- 
ally in 1921, it was removed to 
the Library of Congress, where 
it is on permanent exhibition in 
a shrine constructed for its pre- 
servation and safekeeping. 

The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was written in tis ori- 
ginal form by Thomas Jefferson 
then 33 years old, who later be-

The BEneyclopaedia Britannica 


describes Jefferson as a large-

ed grey eyes. 

The range of his interests 
in geography, geology, botany, 
zoology, ethnology, agriculture, 
medicine, and sur- 
gery, mathematics, aeronautics, 
invention, government, educa- 
tion, languages and literature, 
relogion—is astounding. Com 
plex as was his life in interests 
and incidents, it can be sum- 
med up in a single word; Free- 
dom—freedom in creed, govern- 
thought and speech, “I 
have sworn,” he wrote in 1800, 
alter of God eternal 
every form of 
tyranny over the mind of man,’ 

He died on the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, July 4, 1826, on the 
same day as John Adams, an- 
other member of the five-man 
committee that had worked on 
the Declaration. In the estima- 
tion of the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica, the Declaration of In- 
dependence is the best known 
and the noblest of American 
State papers.

He was a man with a large fam- 
ily, with great flocks and herds, and 
so a man of business, and the hus- 
band and father in a growing and 
active household, But in it all he 
was upright, and a good, God- 
fearing man, 


Many make excuses for their 
failure to serve the Lord. They 
say that their business duties and 
relationships make it just about 
impossible. Others say that fam- 
ily situations and responsibilities 
keep them from service and wor- 
ship of the Lord. 

The experience of Job explodes 
all such excuses and squarely 
faces us with the fact that it is 
possible to live for God in the 
midst of the very circumstances 
of modern life.

The 
main thing to. do is be caretul 
about burning trash and throw- 
ing down lighted matches and 
cigarettes, Most of the fires for 
the past five years were Caus- 
ed by burning brush, Some far- 
mers will light a brush pile and 
walk off and leave it burning. 
The results of this is, we have 
lots of young timber almost 
ruined, I appreciate the way 
most farmers have cooperated 
in my work, but we can still do 
better by being careful. 

It’s an old practice to burn 
the woods in the tall and spring 
to kill weevils, but this has al- 
most proved to be a failure, So 
why not put your waste lands 
in young pines. The waste 
lands will grow pines when no- 
thing else will grow on it. When 
you set pines out, protect them 


from fire and in 15 years you 
will change your mind = about 
the weevil. 


There is lots of young timber 
in Coffee County and if we can 
keep it from burning every year 
we will still have young timber 
coming on. In this county 
burning around 80 per cent of 
the labor is employed by saw- 
mills, planer mills, chair factor- 


=| 000.00 and local farmers 


jes, veneer mills or some manu- 
facturing concern that uses for- 
est production. Therefore it is 
our duty to help protect our 
forest, We have had lots of fires 
that we should not’ have had 
and we had lots of outhorized 
fires. That is the land owner's 
business, but he should be sure 
he has this fire protected. I 
have some reports that some 
have burned and didn’t let ad- 
joining land owners know about} 
it. This is against the forest 
laws and should not be practic-| 
ed, and if enforced will result 
in a fine. All this can be pro- 
hibited, I hope next year before 
we burn we will let all adjoin- 
ing land owners know. Our tim- 
ber crop is the most valuable 
crop we have a Project Forester 
here in our District and if any- 
one wishes to have his timber 
cruised or any information a- 
bout his timber I will be glad 
to help you get in contact with 
him. Protecting out forest does- 
n’t only help us but it also helps 
our children and other children,

The best way 
Yo judge a piteh- 
er's true value is 
to take his aver- 
age against the 
average of his 
team, Even this 
isn't a fair test 
since he natural- 
ly would have a better average 
with a better team, 

I recall in @ther years, that 
Christy Mathewson had no respect 
for an earned-run average. 

“The main idea-is to win the ball 
game," Matty used to say, ‘and to 
save yourself for more work on 
ahead, If I can pick up four or five 
runs, why pitch my arm off for an 
individual mark? This lead gives 
me a chance to rest my arm for 
other games, Pitchers who bear 
down all through nine innings are 
sure to have trouble later on,’’ 

Home-run records and strike outs 
are usually earned, although the 
quality of opposition is still a big 
factor, 

Looking over pitchers, Phil Mar- 
childon of the Athletics ranks ex- 
tremely high. Winning four games 
with the Athletics puts him far 
above such stars as Feller and 
Newhouser, 

In checking along these lines, the 
two greatest pitching records be- 
long to Walter Johnson and Grover 
Alexander.

His feat of pitching 16 shut outs in 
1916 stands as on record that may 
never be touched, One reason is 
that he pitched many of these in the 
Phillies bandbox park where a long 
fly meant a home run, 

Alexander missed the opportunity 
of pitching for a strong team until 
he was moving over the hill, By the 
time Pete reached the Cubs and the 
Cardinals his prime had passed, 


It is easy to understand why no 
good ballplayer, with a chance for 
stardom, cares about landing with 
a weaker, second-division club. 

As far as pitching records go for 
1947, what about Schoolboy Rowe 
and his mark with the Phillies? 
Also Dutch Leonard? 

In sizing up records, you must 
take in the quality of the club and 
the quality of the opposition, Other- 
wise records can mean little,

No, Clint Hartung hasn't yet 
proved that he is or will be another 
Matty, Sisler or Ruth. But he is a 
member of their order, which might 
be known as the Club of Shifting 
Positions. 

When tall, blond, good - looking 
Christy Mathewson reported to the 
Giants 47 years ago from Norfolk, 
Va., where he had won 21 games 
and lost 2, he promptly lost his first 


about 25 cents of every dollar 
spent in carrying out conserva- 
tion practices under the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program 
during the first five months of 
1947, C. R. Wise chairman of 
the local PMA committee said 
this week. 

This means, explained Mr. 
Wise, that all practices carried 
out by farmers during the per- 
iod cost the government $68,- 
$22,- 
666.00. The value of these prac- 
tices is estimated to be $500,000. 

The major conservation prac- 
tices carried out so far this year 
by Coffee County farmers has 
been establishing coverage of 
winter legumes.

A 
good growth of winter legumes 
turned under in the spring re- 
stores to the land the humus 
that is lost when the peanuts 
are dug. Winter legumes will al- 
so reduce erosion caused by 
winter rains and winds. 

There is need for five times 
as much of this practice as is 
now being carried out, even 
though its use has increased 
thirty times since ACP began in 
1936, Farmers are also perform- 
ing many more conservation 
practices under the program, Mr 
Wise said. The need for these 
is as great or greater than for 


seeding winter legumes,

The Babe broke in as a pitcher 
with the Red Sox and he was among 
the brilliants for five years. It was 
in 1919 that Ed Barrow decided 
that a cannon was more useful than 
a rifle, so the Babe was meved to 
an everyday job in the outfield, 
where Increasing crowds could lis- 
ten to the musical boom of his big 
bat.

The Covington Blectric Co- 
operative will apply on July 15 
for its first power line construc- 
tion loan from the Rural EBlec- 
trification Administration, Ba- 
sil Thompson, manager of the 
cooperative announced last 
week, 

The application for $664,972 
if approved, will enable the co- 
op to build approximately 539 
miles of distribution lines to 
serve about 1,500 rural consum- 
ers in Covington and Coffee 
Counties, Mr, Thompson said. 

More than 1,000 farmers and 
other rural people in the area 
to be served by the proposed 
lines have already signed up 
with the co-op. Information 
supporting the loan application, 
including number and location 
of probable consumers, Must be 
approved in RBA’s Washington 
headquarters before a construc- 
tion contract can be let, and 
July 12 has been fixed as the 
dead-line for this information 
to reach the co-op office in 
Andalusia, 

The Covington Electric Co- 
operative now operates approxi- 
mately 600 miles of line serving 
about 2,700 farmers and other 
rural establishments. These 
lines were purchased from the 
Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany in 1944, Eventually, the 
cooperative expects to build a 
total of 1,500 miles of line to 
serve 6,000 consumers in Coy- 
ington and Coffee Counties,

START FALL GARDEN 
EARLL FOR SUCCESS 

Though fall is not just around 
the corner, it’s still time to plan 
‘the fall garden. One of the mis- 
takes made in fall gardening is 
waiting too late to plant, J. C. 
Ford, API extension gardener, 
has observed. Planting must be 
done early enough to get a good 
growth before freezing weather, 
County agents have planting 
charts which gardeners May Se- 
cure, 

Land should be turned at 
least a month before planting 
time. Ford advises gardeners to 
harrow or drag after every rain 
or when weeds appear. Fertili- 
zers should be put down two or 
three weeks ahead of planting. 

Garden pests are at their 
worst in late summer and early 
fall, so a loaded dust gun must 
be kept handy. Rotenone will 
control most pests that attack 
fall gardens. Use sabadilla dust 
for cabbage bugs and 5 to 7 per 
cent copper dust for leaf spot 
in turnips...

The flood has been blamed for 
much of it, but the fault is not 
wholly there. The people who 
live here are directly res- 
ponsible for its growth then and 
now. We can sit quietly by and 
gather in as many dollars as 
we can, as has been done: for 
some time, or we can wake up 
to the fact that this is our town 
and we are the only people who 
are interested enough to make 
it grow. 

The new school is essential to 
a good Elba. It is an assurance 
that future Elbians will be the 
type people we need here. 
Money spent here is not a gift, 
but an investment that will re- 
pay itself many times in the fu- 
ture. Elba cannot go forward 
without a good school. 

The additional tax is small, 
five dollars per thousand dollars 
of the assessed value of the 
property. It will hurt some but 
it won’t hurt nearly as much as 
sending children to school un- 
der the conditions they went 
this spring. 

A Republican Congress isn’t 
going to spend anything in any 
southern state. The state has al- 
ready put up $102,000 in the 
form of a county building fund. 
The plan to spend it on an Elba 
school was endorsed only on 
condition that Elba raise the re- 
mainder of the money needed. 
This state money now has been 
frozen and if we don’t make ar- 
rangements to raise our share 
it probably will be released for 
repair of schools throughout the 
county.

Combats Poor Diet 
And Sanitation 


Our boys grew better in the 
armed forces because the armed 
forces used modern methods of 
building man power. We need 
to use more modern methods 
to improve the health of our 
children and our workers. We 
can’t make you obey the laws 
of sanitation the soldiers had to 


for you, but if we can get you 
to understand the need, you can 
then do much to help yourself 
and your family. If you will 
study your home conditions of 
diet and sanitation and personal 
health habits and make the im- 
provements you find are needed 
then you will find that your 
children will develop better and 
adults also will suffer less dis- 
ease. 

The Health Department can 
help you make these studies at 
the health meetings being made 
this summer. Our children 
should develop so much better 
that when they enter school at 
the age of six years the average 
child will weigh from 7 to ten 
pounds more than our six year 
children now weigh. Our child- 
ren are stunted in their grow- 
th—our grown people do not en- 
joy the health they need to do 
their work and to enjoy living. 
Over half the parents are ac- 
tually sick for the lack of pro- 
per diet accompanied by reaped 
infections, much of which could 
be prevented just by what peo- 
ple could do at home for them- 
selves. 

The prosperity of landowners, 
merchants and town people lar- 
gely depends upon the earnings 
of our farmers. Protection and 
improvement of the health of 
our people and modern health 
methods will develop more effi- 
cient and happier workers bet- 
ter able to make a living for 
themselves and all of us who 
served them. Encourage your 
friends to attend these summer 
meetings and to make plans for 
their community to have a year 
round health program, Coopera- 
tion is needed for community 
sanitation. 

We are interested in better 
health for the people of Coffee 
County and urge you to attend 


these summer meetings.

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BILL TO ASSIST IN 
PROMOTION OF 
PEANUT PRODUCTS 


Sponsored by Rep. Larkins 
and other representatives to 
enable producers of agricultural 
products to act jointly with dea- 
lers and processors in promoting 
the sale, distribution and con- 
sumption of such products was 


introduced in the Alabama 
House last week, 
The measure, which applies 


to producers of potatoes, peach- 
es, vegetables and all other 
products as well as peanuts, has 
the endorsement of Representa- 
tives of this section. It also had 
Farm Bureau endorsement in 
line with the organization's 
long-established policy of pro- 
moting cooperative action on 
the part of the growers. 

Mr. Larkins explained that he 
and his colleagues believed the 
peanut growers of the principal * 
producing sections of the state 
wanted such a measure, It pro- 
vides that the growers may vote 
on whether to levy an assess- 
ment upon themselves for the 
purpose of ‘financing or con- 
tributing toward the financing 
of a program of advertising and 
other methods designed to in- 
crease the consumption of and 
the markets for’ designated pro- 
ducts, 

Walter L, Randolph, president 
of the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, said that need for 
cooperation of the growers in. 
promotion campaigns, which 
have had limited success throu- 
gh a system of voluntary con- 
tributions had long been felt. 
The referendums as proposed in 
the House bill would be conduc- 
ted in a manner similar to that 
in which farmers placed them- 
selves under Tripple-A_ pro- 
grams. 

The elections would be con- 
ducted by organizations repre- 
senting the producers, on ap- 
proval of the state board of ag- 
riculture. On either a regional 
or statewide basis, a two-thirds 
vote would be required to place 
the assessments into effect and 
any farmer not satisfied with 
his assessment could demand a 
refund. The assessments could 
not exceed one-half of one per 
cent of the value of the year’s 
production of any producer in- 
cluded in the group to which 
the referendum is submitted. 

The bill sets forth this policy: 

It is declared to be in the in- 
terest of the public welfare that 
the Alabama farmers who are 
producers of agricultural pro- 
ducts, including peanuts, pota- 
toes, peaches, apples, berries, 
vegetables and other fruits of 
all kinds, as well as bulbs and 
flowers and other agricultural 
products having a domestic or 
foreign market, shall be permit- 
ted and encouraged to act joint- 
ly and in cooperation with 
handlers, dealers and processors 
of such products in promoting 
and stimulating, by advertising 
and other methods, the increas- 
ed use and sale, domestic and 
foreign, of any and all agricul- 
tural commodities. ..
